Venerable Brethren, Hcahh and Aposfofic Bcnedicrtion, 

t. Ii ts wcfll knilwn unto Al rrtcn. and especially to 
YoUh Vencfabl4:^ Brtit^icnH. wirh what grcal cane and pasto- 
ral vigilance Our Prcdcc-eisors, the Roman Pt*n tills, h^ve 
dtschiirged ihe OUke e:!u rusted by ChH«t Our Ij>rd to 
theiTiH in the Person ofcKc Mtiiit blessed tVieJ. Pftftce of 
the Aposiics^ hive u n remit lingly discharged the duty of 
feeding the l^itnbs and the sheep^ and hi^ve ddigi^mly niJUT- 
ished the Lord's cniifti Hack ivLih thc^ words offaidi, im- 
bued It with salutary docTf tne, and gttaid^d it frotn pol' 
soned pastures. And those Ottr Pri?idct:ejs.sdrsK who were 
the uflscnors and Chimpiuns of tht? august Cuholic Rf- 
ligionH^ of tfuih and jusciLc^ being as they w^re cJiJcHy 
solicitous for the sdv^ttioci of souls, held nothifig to be of 
io great Ltnponancc at the duty af estptsing jind oofnictrin- 
ing. in theif muxn wise Letiers and Cdnsticutionsn all her- 
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esies and trrors wKich arc hostile to ruDral honestjrand co 
rhe eternal salvEiiion of mankind, and -which have fre- 
queniJy siirred up [errible commotions and have dam- 
aged b-nch the Chris nan and civil common weal eIis in a 
disastrous manner. Wherefore ihose Oyr Predecessors 
have, with Apostolic fortitudcf continually re^issed rhe 
msichi nations of those evil men, who, "foamiiigour their 
own confusiofit like the raging waves of the sea," and 
"promising liherry, while [hey are themselves the slaves of 
corruption," endeavored hj^ their (fallacious opinions and 
niosr wicked writmgs to subvert the foundations of Reli- 
gion and of civil Society^ ro remove from our midst all 
Virtue and justice, to deprave the hearts and minds of alh 
xo I urn away from right discipline of morals the incau- 
tious^ and especially inexperienced yourh^ miserably cor- 
rupting them, leading them into the nets of error^ and 
finally withdrawing chem from the bosom of the Catho- 
lic Church. 

2, And now, Venerable Brothers, as is also very well 
known to jrou, scarcely had We (by the secret dispensa- 
tion of Divine Providence, certainly by no m.erkofOur 
own) been called to this Chair of Petcr^ when We, ro the 
extreme grief of Our soul, beheld a horrible renipe^t stirred 
up by W many erroneous opinions, and the dreadful and 
never enough lo be lamented mischiefs which redound 
to Christian people from such errors; and Wc then, in 
discharge of Our Apostolic iVIinisterial Officet imiraEiiig 
rhe example of Our illustrious Ptcdecessors, raised Our 
voice, and in several pubhshed Encyclical Letters, and in 
Allocutions delivered in C^onsisrory, and in other Apos- 
tolic Letters, We condemned the pmmineni, most gf iev- 
oits errors etf the age, and We stirred up your excellent 
episcopal vigilance, and again and again did We ad moil- 
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tf 
ish and exhort all the sons of the Catholic Church, who 
are moi^t dear to Us, that they should abhor and shun all 
the said errors, as rhey won 3d the contagion of a fatal 
pestilence, Especially in Our fir^t EticycUcal Lerter, writ- 
ten to You on che 9rh of November, A.D. 1846, and in 
two Allocutions^ one of which was delivered by Us in 
Consistory on the 9th of Deccmberp A.D, 1854* and the 
other on the 9th of June, A.D IS62, We condemned the 
[iionscrous and portentous opinions, which prevail espe- 
cially in the present age, to the very great loss of souls, 
and even to the detrimenc of civiJ society, and which are 
in the highest degree hostile* not only to the CathoHc 
Church, and to her salutary doctrine and venerable laws* 
but also to [he everlasring Uw of nature engraven by God 
Upon the hearts of all men, and lo right reasoni and out 
of which almost all errors originate. 

3* Now although hitherto We have not omitted to 
denounce and reprove the chief errorj* of this kind^ yet 
the cause of [he Catholic Church and the salvation of 
souls committed to Us by God, and even the inte tests of 
human society absolutely demands that once again We 
should stir up Your pastoral solicitude* to drive away other 
erroneous opinions which flow from those errors above 
specified, as their source. These false and perverse opin- 
ions are so much the more detestable f by as much as they 
have chiefly for their object to hinder and banish that 
salutary influence which the Catholic Church, by the 
institution and command of her Divine Author^ ought 
freely to exercise, even to the consummation of ihe world i 
not only over individual men, but natiot^s, peoples, and 
sovereigns, and to abolish that mutual cooperation and 



agTinrmcnt Dfcoufiseh becwcscn ihe Pirieitbood ind Gov- 
emmcnii, whicli has always been pmpttiaus and condu- 
cive to (he welfare borb of Cbtifch And Siiie. CGre^ry 
XVT.EncydkdA/inm V&i;Aiig. 15. 1H52.) For y«?u know 
Weill Verutrmye Brcthrm, iJui ai ibit limc ihere arc fbund 
pot a few who* applying co civil intcrcnurtc ihe impidus 
and iib^Ltrd principlES of what ttiry call iVatHrttlism, dare 
teach "ihnr [lie bcsc form of Socjetyi dtui the exigencies of 
civil prr>grc&a, nb^tLitely require hiiiiidn Aociciy to be con- 
sdTUied and j^iHcrncd wiihaui any re|;Ard whatsoever to 
Rrligion^ ai if [hi4 [Religion] did nor ewn exm^, or ac 
Icaif wiibout making any disiineiion bctwcvri true and 
&ke (Teligioru" Conmry to the leachinp of the Holy 
Sctipcufc:s, of the Churdi, and i»f the Holy Father?, diesc 
penom do not hesiraie eo assen, thai ~ihe bcft ct»ndirion 
of human «ociecy is that wberein no duty ii recognized 
by rhe GovTernmcfiii of corncctini;, by ei].i4.{eil penalcies, 
the violctrorii r>f the Catholic Reiigion, except when the 
maJnt^nAncc <>f ihc public peace ret:|uiret it," From shis 
lorally falie notion of so<;id government, they feat not to 
uphold that erroneous opinion nioit prrnicioui ro liic 
Carbolic Churchy and to rbc sdvation of soult^ which 
iras ealLrd by Our Predecessor, Gtegory XVJ (lacely 
quoted) ibc tntanic)^ yk^trntt^nibm] {f^idh ruuncly; ^ih^c 
the Uberty of conKience and of worth ip ii the peculiar 
for inalienable} right of every man, whith ithould be pm^ 
ctaimctl hy |jw^ ^nd that drizcns havr the right m ill kinds 
of Ii berry, to be restrained by no law^ whet he f ecclesiasti- 
cal or civil, by which they m^y be etnibled to itiJinifof 
openly ai%d puhlicly their idea&, by word cil mouth, 
through the prcis^ or by any ocber meani.*' But wbil^ 
dme men make these ruh assc njons, ihcy do ttot refkct, 
or cxiniidcn that theiii' preach the librrt^i' of prnJition (St. 
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Aug^iwdfiet £p brk 1 Q 5 ■ al . 166), and chic, *^ If i r is always 
free CO human aTgumcncs to dUcu^!. men wtl) never be 
waniing who wilJ dane (o resist thei^ruih, and %q rdy upon 
the !ut[LiiciTy of humLin wisdorrif when v/e know from 
the coniiTiaTid ot Our Lord Jcius ChrisCn, Kow ^th and 
Christ inn ijvisilorn ouj^ht to avoid thi.'S: inost mischievous 
voiiity." (St. Leo, Epistle l64»2l, l^5t&ec2^ Boll, cd.) 

4. And since RtJii^Jpn has been otchidcd from civil 
Societyi and rhedocrrinc antf aurhorJty of divine Revel a- 
tioHi Of chc ETur and germane notion uFiufticc and hu- 
man n^ht have bt?cn iibNCured ;lnd Uhc, and n^accri^l Or 
briJie force siubsEttuitd in ihc place of true juscke and 
jcgictmarc righCi. it is easy to perceive why some pwrjions, 
forgetting and framplingupon the mani certain princcples 
of sound reason, dare cry out logetheff "chat che witi of 
the people, manifested by "ni'hat dic>' call public opinion, 
&t in iiny othei way^ cojiscicuies che supreme law, inde- 
pendecir of jEE divine and hmnan righr^ and ihar, in che 
poliricaL order, accomplished facts, by die mere fact of 
having been accomplkhed, have tht force of right/ Bui 
who docs noE see and plainly understand, thi^t the Soci- 
cCy of man, freed tirorn the bofids of Religion and of Cfuc 
justice N can cercainly hsve no orher purpose than ihc «f- 
forr to obr^m and accumulate weaJth, and that in its ac- 
tions it follows no other law than that of the uncurbed 
cupidiry» which seeks to isecufc ics own pleasures iind com- 
fofcs? For chis icason+ also* chese same men persecuce wirh 
such bJner hatred the Religious Orders, who have de- 
served »a well of Religion, civil Society, and Letters; (hey 
ioudly declare chat ch»e Orders have no right to exist, 
md, in so doings make common cause with the false- 
hoods of the heretics. For, as was most wisely caught by 
Our Predecessor ofilluKrious mcniory, Pius VI, "che abo- 
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licion of Religious Orders injures [lie state of public pro- 
fession of the Evangdical Counsels; injures a, mode of life 
recommended by the Church, as in conformity with; 
Apostolic doctrine; does wrong to the illustrious foundcts: 
whom wc vtnerate upon ouraltars> and who constituted, 
these societies under the inspiration of God." (Epistle to; 
Cardinal dc la Rochefoucauld, March 10, 1791.) 

Afid these same persons also impiously pretend that.: 
citizens should be dcptivcd of the libetty of publicly be- 
stowing on the Church their idnis for the sake of Chris-- 
tian charity, and that the law forbidding "servile labot on; 
account of Divine w^orship'^ upon certain fixed days shouJd 
be abolishedi upon the most fallacious ptetexi [hac such- 
liberty and such law arc contrary to che principles of po- 
litical economy. Not concent with abolishing Religion in 
public Society* they desire further to bamish it ftom fami- 
lies and private life. Teaching and professing rhese mo5t 
fatal crtors of Socialism and Communism, they dcdarc 
"that domestic society, or the family derives all its reason 
of exjstenoe solely from civil law; whence it is to be con- 
cluded that from civil law descend and depend all the 
rights of patents over their children, and, above all, the 
right of instructing and educating them.'* By iuch impi- 
OLis opinions and machinations, do these most fal.« teach- 
ers endeavor to eliminate the salurary teaching and influ- 
ence of the Catholic Church from the instruction and 
education of youth* and miserably to infcct and deprave 
by every pernicious error and vice the tender and pliant 
minds of youth. All those who cndesvor to chrow inco 
confusion both teligious and political afli^irs, to destroy 
the good order of society and to annihilace all Divine 
and human rights, have always exerted 5,11 their criminal 
schemes, attention, and efforts upon the manner en which 
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they might, ^bove atl, deprave md detudr undiinking 
youth, as Wc have already showfti: ii is upon the corrup- 
tion of youth that iliey pbce ,ill ihcir hopes. Thus they 
never aeasc lo attack hy every merhod the CJergy, both 
srcuJjif and regular, from whom. m. icstify ra U5 in so con- 
spJCUolLls A iTliailtirr the most certain records of history, 
such considerable benefits have been bcsiowcd In abun- 
dance upon Chmiiaii and Civil Society and upon the 
republic i»r letters; asseningof the Clergy in genctaJ, thar 
they ajre the enemies of the useful >;cicnce'ti of progrc&Sf 
and ordvtlt7jarion^ and that they ought to be deprived of 
all pjtrctclpaiion if) the work of teaching and training the 
young. 

5. Others, reviving Uk depraved ncciorisorinnova- 
tors, erroffi miny dmes condemned^ presume^ with ex- 
traordinary impudence, to subordinate the siithority of 
the Church and of this Apostohc See, conferted upon it 
by Christ our Lord, to the judgment of ^ivil authority^ 
and to deny to all the rights of this same Cittirch and this 
See wiih regard to those things which appertain to the 
jeculiir order For these person; do not blush to affitm 
"that the laws of the Church do not hind the conscience, 
if they are not promulgated by the civil power; that the 
acts and decrees of the Roman PoniiRJ concerning reli- 
gion And I he Church require the sanction and approba- 
tionN or at least the dissent of the civil powrrL and that the 
Apostolic ConsiiiUfioiis {Clement XJl, In Emitiinti; 
Benedict XJV, Prmn^s Rpmanorum; riii^ Vll, Ecckiiamx 
Leo XI 1 1 Qwp Gmpiora) condemn in jj; KCLrct socteijes. 
whether these exact or do fiot exact an oath of secrecy, 
and branding with anathema their fiatiowers and parii- 
Sam, have no force in those countries of the world where 
such associations are tolerated by the civil Goveinmcnr-" 
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\i ii. likewise afFtrmcd '^that ihe excommunications 
Uunclied by the GbimciJ of Treni: and the Roman Pon- 
dfis a^insr those who invade and usurp the possessions 
of the Churcli ind \is flghis, strive, by coDfoundiiig the 
spirimaL and rcmporal orders, to jittiiti solely A. mere 
earthly end; ch^r the Church can decide nothing which 
may bind ihe consciences of the Fiichtul tri the remporal 
order of things; the right of che Church is not competent 
to restrain with temporal penalties the violators of her 
laws; and that ii is in accordance wirh the principles of 
theology and af public law for rhe civj] Governmeni to 
appnopriate property possessed by the churches, die Rch- 
gious Orders, dtidoiher pious establish men tSr" And they 
have no sham^e in avowing openly and publicly the he- 
retical statement and principle, from which have ema- 
nated M> matty errors and perverse opinions* "^Ehai rhe 
ecclesiastical fiowcr is notT by the law of God, made dis- 
tinct from And indcpendenr of the civ it power, and thar 
nodisiiiictiDnt no independence of this kind can be main- 
tained with QUI the Church invading and usurpmg, the 
essential ri^tj of the civil power," Neither can We pass 
over in silence the audacity of those who, not enduring 
tQiuid dociHne, assert that "the judgnienf^ jind decrees of 
the Holy See, the object of which is declared to concern 
the general welfare of the Church, its rights, and its disci-^ 
pline, do not cUim acquiescence ar\d obcdicnceT under 
piin of sin and loss of the Catholic profession, if they do 
not treat of the dogmas of faith and of morals. *" 

How contrary is tliis doctrine to the Catholic dogma, 
of the plenary power divinely conferred on the Sovereign 
Pont iff by Our Lord Jesus Christ, to guide, to supervise 
and Ktx govern the UntversaJ Church, no one can fail co 
tee and understandt dearly and evidently. 
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6. Amid so great a pHervcrsity of depraved opltiions. 
We* remembering Our Apo«[oiic duty, md $ulicitous be- 
fore all drings for Our mosT liply ReligioiK For sound doc- 
tnnc» 1x3 r the jL^lvadnn of the souls conAdeij to \)% and 
for the welfare of hum an Society itself, have considered 
tlie moment opportune to lai^ anew Our AposEolic voice. 
Thf? rcfo re do We, byaur Aptjstolie authority, reproliatc, 
denounce, ^nd condemn generally .ind p^rticuUdy aU the 
evil ppiniim^ ^tnd dacirines ipecijlly men [tuned in diis 
Ijettcr, and We wish th.it they may be held 3.s reprob^itedt 
denounced, and condemned by ill the children of the 
Oicholic; Church, 

7. Bnc You know fuirher. Venerable Broibers> ihar in 
Our time ihe h .iters of aJI truth Jiid jujitice and violent 
etiemJes of <:iur Religion have $prejd a:broad other impi- 
ous docErineSf by menns of pestilent btjoks, pamplilerii, 
and journals, Avhich^ distributed over the surface of the 
earth » deceive the people and wickedly lie. You are not 
igntirani that in our day m^n are fdund who. an imbued 
and cxcked by the spirit of Satan, have arrived at chat 
exce,u of inipiery as not to feat to deny Our Lord and 
MaATcr Jesus Chnst^ and ro anack His Divinity with scan- 
daJous persistence. And Jiere We cannot abstain from 
siwacdini; YcHi wtiUmcrifed praise, Venerable Brothers, for 
all the circ and zeal, with which Vou have raij^d Your 
cpUcopal voice JigaJn^r so gf^^' *I1 impicty- 

8. And therefore in this present Lettctf We £pe;ilc to 
You with all aifeciion; to Yoa who, caJled to partake of 
Our caresp are Our greatest suppotr in die mid.^t of Our 
very great grief: Our joy and consolation, by reason of 
the excellent piety of which You give proof in mainrain- 
log Religion^ and the marvelous love, faith, and disci- 
pline with which, iinired by the strongest and mosi dfFec- 
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tiofiAie Ties to Us and ihis Apostolic See. You strivt val- 
iaiiiljr and accurately lo fbirili Your most weighty cpisco- 
pd minuiiy. We do ihen expect, from Ydur cxcdJenf pas- 
toriL ical, ihai^ taking the sword of che Sptrii. which is 
the Ward of God, and stitngthcned hy the grace of Our 
Lord Jesus Christ, You wit I waich with redoubled care 
That the f 11 i til fill committed ro Your charge "abiitain from 
evil pListLiragCj wKtch Jesus Christ doth not till, because 
His Fathcf hath nor planted it/' (St> Ignatius, M ad* 
rhiiiii^i'f/rk, Si. Leo, Epist, 156, at, 125.) Never cea^e^ 
Then, lo inculcate on the fjlidllul ihm ftll true happiness 
|br mankind proceeds from our august Religion, from its 
doCtrifie and pracctcet and that that people is happy who 
have The Lord for their God (l^saim 143). leach ihem 
"Misur kingdoms rest upon rhc foundiation of the Catholic 
rfeith (Sfb Ccteiif Epiit. 22 ad. Syn. Eph.), and that norh- 
lifig IS so deddly» nothing. Kj certain co engender every ill, 
nothing so exposed to danger, as for men to believe that 
they stand in need of nothing else than the free will which 
we received at births if we ask nothing further from chc 
Lord; that is to say, if, foTgerring our Author, we abjure 
His power to show that we arc free ' (St. Innocent [, eplsde 
29 ad Episc. cone Carthag, apud Coiwto p^ S91)- And 
do not omit to teach ^ '^thar the royal power has been es^ 
tablishcd, not only to exercise the government of the 
worlds buc, above all, for the protection of the Church 
(St, Leo, Epist ► 156, al^ 125): and that there is noching 
more proH table and more glorious for the Sovereigns of 
States, and Kinj^s^ than to leave rheCfuhoiic Church to 
exercise her laws, and not to permit any to curtail her 
libetiy", as Our most wise and courageous Predece-^or, 
Si. E*ehx> wrote to the Emperor Zeno. "tr is certain that ir 
is advantageous (oz Soverd^is, when the cause of God i^ 
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irt question, ro submit rlicir Royil will^ according to his 
Dniinajice, lo ihc Priests of Jnus Chriit. and nor id pre- 
§tw it before rhem" (Pius VII, Encyclical Dm Satis ^ May 
15,1800), 

% And if always I so especially ai presents Venerable 
Brothers, in ihc midsi of rhe numeroLLS calamities of tbc 
Church and of civil Soctery, in view also of the terrtbJc 
conspiracy of our adversaries agonist theOrholic Church 
and diisi AposroHc See, and the great accumulation of er- 
rors, it is before all rhings necessary lo go with faith to 
the Throne of Grace, to obtain mercy and find Grace in 
timely aid. We have theirfouc judgjed it right to excite the 
piety of all the f^ithfuU iti order that, with U^ and with 
You all, they may pray wirhoui ceasing to the Father of 
llglits ajid of mercies^ supplicating and beseeching Him 
ifervenily and humbly, and in the plrnimde of their faith 
they may seek tefiige in Our Lord Jesui Christ, who has 
redeetned us to God with his b]f>odi that by their earnest 
and continual prayers, they may oht:iin from that most 
deaf Hean, victim of burning chatity for us, that it would 
draw all to Himself by the bonds of His love, that all men 
bein^; inllamed by His holy love may live according to 
His heart* pleasing God in all t;hjng$, and being fruitful 
in all gOTKt works. 

But, as there is no douhx thai the prayer* most agree- 
able to God arc those of men who ,ipprQach Him with a 
healt pure from all stain. We have thought it good to 
open to Christians^ with Apostolic liberEility, the heav- 
enly treasures of the Church confided to Our dispensa- 
tion, ^o that the faichful, more strongly drawn towards 
true piety, and purified from the stain of their sins by the 
Sacrament of Penance, may m^iv con^dently offer up 
their prayefi to God and obtain His mercy and grace. 
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10. By these Letters thcrcforep cni^inatiiig from Our 
Ap04toJic Authority, We gtanl lo aiJ and each of the faich- 
ful of borh sexes thtoughour ihe CsLthoLic worhi a Ptc- 
na^ Indul^nce, in che manner of a Jubilee, during one 
month, up to cKe end of the coming year lB65» and not 
lon^r^ to be carried into effect bjr You^ Venerable Breth- 
trn, kind the other legitimate locxt Ordinaries, in tht form 
aiid manner laid down ai the comjtienccment of Our Sov- 
ereign Poiriufiai.re by Our Apoftoljc LeiKK in fortn of a 
Brief, dated the 20rh of Novcn^ber^ A,D. 1846, and sent 
to the wholf^ Episcopate of the world, coitimencingwith 
the wordi, ^'Arcitri^ Divtriat Ptt^vitientiaf i^^nciUor and 
with the facukiei given l>y Us in those same Letters. We 
desire, however, that all che prescriptions of Our Letters 
shal] be observed, having the ^Ccptions Wcr huve declared 
aie lo be made. And we have gi^fired this, notwithstand- 
ing all which tnjght rr^ake to the contrary, even those 
warihy of ^prcij,! and individual n^cntion and deroga- 
tion » and in order that every doubt and difnciiity maybe 
removed, We have ordered that copies of those Ljrtten 
should again be forwarded to You. 

! 1, Let us implore^ Venerable Brethren^ from our in- 
most hearts, ^nd with aJ| our so ids, the mercy of God« 
He has encouraged us so to do, by sayingi "I will not 
withdraw My merc>' from them.'* "Lei lis ask and we shall 
receive^ and if ihere i-s slowness or delay in the Feccption* 
because wc have grievously offended, let \xs knock, be- 
cause to him that knocketh it shaJj be opened; if our 
prayers^ groans, and tears^ in which wc miisc persist and 
be obstinate, knock ai the door; Jind if our prayers be 
united; let each one pray to God, not for hLmselfalone« 
but for all hts brethiertN as dte Lord hath Eaught U5 to 
|way^ (Sc, Cyprian, Episde 11). Butt in order chat God

may accede more casiij^ to Our and Your prayers, and lo 
those of aJI His faithful srrvan ts^ let us employ tn all con- 
fidence, as our Mediatrix, witK Him, the Virgin Maiy, 
Mother of God, who has destroyed all heresies through- 
out the world,^ and who, the most loving Mother of us 
all, is very gracious . . . and full of jncrcy, . . . allows her- 
self to be en Treated by alJ, shows herself mosr ciemeriT: 
towards all, and cakes Linder her pitying care all our ne- 
cessities with a niosr ample affection" (St. Bernard, Serm. 
de duodecim pmerogativ'u B, Vr M. in verbis Apocnlyp.), 
and, "sitting as qjccn at the right hand of her only bcgor- 
leo Son, Our Lord Jesus Christy in a golden vestment 
clothed around with various adorn mentSK" there is tioth- 
ing which she can nor obcain from him. Let us implore 
alio the intervention of rhe Blessed Petctj Chief o I: che 
Aposiles, and his co-Apostlc Paulf and of all those Saints 
of heaven j who, having already become the friends of God, 
have been admitted into die celestial kingdom ^ where they 
arc crowned and bear palms in cheir hands; and who^ 
henceforth certain of their own inimorcaliEy, are solici- 
tous for our salvation. 

12. In conclusion, We ask of God from Our inmost 
soul the abundance of all His celestial benefits for you, 
and We bestow upon You, Venerable Brethren, and upon 
all the faithful Clergy, and Laity committed to Your care^ 
Our Aposcolic Benediction from the niosr loving depths 
of Our hean, in token of our Charity toward You.
